Philadelphia says no, “town 
ball’ is the parent of baseball The latter game, it is said, was 
played by an organized club, the Olympics, aw tar back as 1838. 
The ¢ game of “rounders was an earliler phase of the same*

game, The real home of baseball,

It was there that seventy years ago 
tomorrow the first bona-fide baseball game between clubs was 
played The contenders were the Knickerbockers and the New 
York Cities, and the game was played on the Elysian Fields, near 
Jersey City That was on June 14, 1846. The Elysian Fields are 
now the cite of Hoboken, The Knickerbockers were organized in 
New York in September, 1845. They were the first to formulate 
playing rules, The New Yorks organized a little later and adopted 
the same code, Both of these clubs played several games with serub 
teams, picked up from among the spectators, before they faced each 
other on that June day in 1846. Under the rules that obtained at 
that time, the first team to make twenty-one runs was the’ victor, 
The game lasted four innings, the Knickerbockers winning, but his- 
tory does not record the score of their opponents. The Knicker- 
bockers found their first real rivals in the Gothams, organized in 
1850, and the Greenpoint Eeckfords and Morrisania Unions, organ- 
ized in 18556 The Olympics of Philadelphia early adopted the New 
York game, and the Athletics, Keystones and Quaker Citys later 
fought for supremacy, while in Boston the Olympics were organized 
in 18654, and a little later the Elm Trees disputed honors with the 
pioneers.

Conscription Exemptions Only In- 
clude Men Who Have Served 
and Honorably Discharged — 
officers’ Opportunity in Army. 


Ottawa, June 12.— Officers of the 
overseas forces Who have returned tu 
Canada from England without seeing 
service and haye resumed civilian life 
will not be exempi from ‘the provisions 
of the conscription law. It is definitely 
set forth in the bill that the exemp- 
tions will inelude only ‘men who have 
since August 4 ,1914, served in the 


military or naval forces of Great Brit- 
ain or her allies in any theatre of 
actual war and haye been honurably 
discharged therefrom,” 


Militia officers will be in the same 
position as civilians in regard to con 
seription, although due consideration 
will doubtless be given by the military 
authorities to the fact that they have 


qualifications which might entitle 
them to serve in position# above a 
private, 

As many officers will be requirad to 
train the new army there will be

BAL, Jue 12.—The lull in 
the campaign of unti-conseriptionists 
which set in during the perplexities of 
the political situation at Ottawa prior 
to Sir Wilfrid Laurier's refusal to join 
with the government in Sir Robert 
Borden's conseription program was 
broken tonight, A meeting in = de- 
nunclation of conscription was held 
in St. George Etienne Cartier square, 
St. Henry, at which Tancrede Marcil 
was the principal speaker, Approxi- 
mately 3,000 people attended, Alder- 


man Bedard of St. Henry presided. 
Besides Mr. Marsii the speakers were 
Lorenz Robitaille and Leo Doyon 


both of whom became prominent in 
the meetings which followed Sir Rob- 
ert Borden's first pronouncement for 
conscription, 

While no words of especial yio- 
lence were used by the speakers, the 
conscription preposal was fiercely de- 
nounced as improper and unconstiii 
tional, Mr. Marcil assured Premier 
Borden that viocence would be met 
with violence, The Hon, Albert Sev- 
igny was spoken of by Mr, Marcil 
contemptuousiy. 

“Be calm," added Marcil. “They 
may send regiments from other proy 


inces to impose conscription on us 
Iie calm. We will have an organiza- 
tion that will meet the imperialis

shall Haig has issued a special order 
of the day congratulating General 
Plummer and the entire second army 
which he commands, and saying that 
the complete success of their attack 
last Thursday is an earnest of eyent- 
ual final victory of the allied cause.” 
General Haig emphasizes the fact that 
the position assaulted was “one of 
very great natural strength, on the 
defense of which the enemy had la- 
bored incessantly for nearly three 
years," and says the British casualtie: 
for a battle of such magnitude were 
gratifyingly light, The full effeets of 
the victory cannot be estimated yet 
but that they will be great is certain 
After detailing the advantage whiel 
the Germans bad in possession of the 
ridge, which gave them foreknow! 
edge of and time to prepare for the 
British attack, General Haig declar- 
ed that the capture of Messines shows 
“nothing can save the enemy from 
complete defeat, and brave and tena- 
cious as the Cerman troops are, it is 
only a question of how much longer 
they can endure repetition of sueh 
blows.”

Winnipeg, June 12.— Col, Thoma 
Cantley, of New Glasgow, N.8., presi 
dent of the Canadian Manufacturer: 
Association, addressed memberg ot 
that organization at the opening of the 
annual convention today. He dealt at

through bonus or bounty. He said h 
did not believe in government owner 
ship of railways, and he belleved th 
railways of Canada should continu 
under present management, Buitlding 
of railroads had outrun productior 
and when production caught up he 
thought the roads would be in good 
shape He denounced the Hudson's 
Bay railway as a monumental folly 
and declared that the section of the 
National ‘Transcontinental from Levis 
to Moncton was equally unnecessary
